Postmaster Guy Rossi AsIcs Cooperation 


Postmaster Rossi offered 
these mailing tips: 

Use ZIP codes on all mail. 
“If there are some ZIP codes 
that you still need for your 
mailing list, come to the 
Post Office and look them 
up to our ZIP code directory, 
or give .us a call. ZIP codes 
are more important than 
ever this year. 

Prepare your gift list 
right away. ’The earlier you 
do your shopping, the better 
chance you have to get ex¬ 
actly what you want while 
the store are still full 
of merchandise. That way, 
you can mall earlier,too. 

Be sure to have enough 
boxes, tape, string and 
wrapping paper on hand. 

Wrap your .packages well. 
Include sufficient padding. 
Remember that your parcel 
may be shipped in a mail 
sack with a set of encyclo¬ 
pedia riding on top. 

Include a card or piece of 
paper inside the package 
with your name and address 
and that of the person you 
are sending the parcel to in 
case the wrapping should be 
loose and come off. ’That 
way, you can be assured 
your gift will not -wind lup 
to the dead parcel office. 


Also, insert a list of the 
package’s con'tents. 

Address your gifts and 
greetings clearly so that 
postal workers will have no 
difficulty in reading the 
destination, use first - class 
postage on greeting cards. 
This assures their being for¬ 
warded if the recipient has 
moved. Cards that are un- 
deliverable will be retuiaied 
when' you include a retucn 
address on the envelope. The 
Post Office Department has 
issued a special five-cent 
Christmas stamp which will 
help decorate your holiday 
mail.

EARLY! 

Postmaster Rossi also cau¬ 
tioned about the use of imi¬ 
tations of postage stamps 
and other adhesives, seals 
or stickers resembling post¬ 
age stamps on the face of 
letters ,or greeting cards. 
Matter bearing the above 
listed items will not be ac¬ 
cepted for mailing. Pictorial 
seals or stickers that do not 
resemble postage stamps 
and do .not bear numerals or 
other markings indicating a 
value may be fixed on other 
than the address side of 
mail.

We have little, or no objection, to the Intention of 
the City Council to take out of the expense column, and 
thereby reduce the tax levy for the coming year, lighting 
and maintenance of lighting of the streets of Sierra Madre, 
if they do the same for the entire city, but when they are 
considering the formation of certain zones which, on the 
whole, places the burden of payment on the shoulders of 
a select few, we do not think this is equality. 

Of course, the law gives them the complete right to 
form the Zones and District, without the consent or vote 
of the people, and by the same token they can set up a 
hearing, take their time and the time of the taxpayers to 
hear protests, and without the slightest bit of feeling declare 
“all protests, both written and oral are hereby overruled, 
and a motion made to form the district or zone as ad¬ 
vertised.” 

We know that certain areas in the city are “over- 
lighted” from the standpoint of necessity. Further, we 
know that the residents of those areas had nothing to say 
as to the lumen of the bulbs that were Installed in the 
light standards; in fact, we know of many instances where 
the taxpayer has contacted the city and the Edison Com¬ 
pany to place shields over the lights to keep the light from 
bedrooms, living rooms and so forth. 

Since the City is required, for safety, both traffic and 
vandalism, to maintain lighting, of approximately 30 to 
40 per cent In some districts, then through these trying 
times of high taxes, and high homeowner expense, should 
not the city reduce the lighting of these districts to the 
minimum? 

Certainly areas now in the city are far below the mini¬ 
mum, and some areas do not have any lighting whatso¬ 
ever. Still the City Council is not concentrating on those 
areas, because this will not reduce the expense and help 
them to reduce the tax levy for the coming year. 

The legal notice declares that the assessed tax will be 
placed on the land and improvements: however in contact¬ 
ing the Assistant City Engineer’s office he claims that the 
assessment will be on the land only. Why then did they 
not say so, or Is it their intention to later put the tax on 
both? 

Outside of the Business district, the select few who 
will come under the new formation are homes that are 
not over four years old. For some 140 to 150 who have 
the additional expense of landscaping, caring for errosion. 
Why should their tax rate be increased 20 to 40 cents per 
$100 valuation and still at the same time indirectly pay 
for the lighting of the balance of the city? 

It seems to us that the whole affair is a rushed pro¬ 
position, rushed to acxxDmplish Immediately so that the city 
can collect for electricity starting January 1, 1967, and 
then place the advertised levy for an 18 months period on 
the select few, when the first six month period has already 
been assessed. Would It not be better if they took a little 
more time and brought the entire city into a district? 
Make the levy as of July 1, 1967; it would have the same 
effect upon the budget and expenditures for the year 67-68, 
and place the burden entirely upon those who need and 
require excessive lighting. 

In my home, if I find that the electric bill is exceeding 
my ablliy to pay, I Immediately call the family together 
and ask their cooperation. We reduce the sizes of the 
bulbs to the minimum of our requirements. Hien why would 
it not be just as smart and just as economical to do the 
same with Street Lighting? We are sure that the Edison 
Company needs the business, but just as sure are we that 
they want to servi(» the area to our desires. It Is the 
determination of the City Council as to the wattage of 
the bulbs In the light standards, so let’s reduce ’em.' 

In closing we ask, where Is the determination of the 
Council to reduce the tax levy by 1, 2, 3 or 10 cents of last 
July and August, and not (xinsidering the addition of 
20 to 40 cents per $100 on land assessment, and maybe 
improvements for a select few? 

We do not mind paying the lighting bill, if just we 
know that someone has to pay it, but let’s do it together 
and if the tax levy can be reduced, let us all work toward 
not letting the amount reduced be absorbed into other 
expenditures.

Chief Lyndon B. Johnson is 
telling us that he seeks 
“healthy economic and cul¬ 
tural relations with the 
Communist states.” And just 
what do these “healthy eco¬ 
nomic relations” consist of? 
Namely, among other 
things, the removal of all 
export restrictions on such 
war-related commodities as 
petroleum, crude and manu¬ 
factured rubber, metal ores 
and scrap, (n'ude fertilizers, 
gas and derivatives, scien¬ 
tific and professional instru¬ 
ments, chemical compounds 
and many others. All of 
the s e commodities are 
necessary to wage total 
war! 

In other words, when the 
“healthy economic rela - 
tions” clause is stripped of 
its deceptive verbeage, it 
does nothing more than le¬ 
galize the actions of a small 
group of unscrupulous in¬ 
dustrialists who are intent 
on grabbing blood-stained 
dollars at the expense of 
young Americans in Viet 
Nam who are stuck for the 
bill! A large percentage of 
American industry refuses 
to produce or ship goods for 
Communist use even though 
the President has opened 
the floodgates. 

American soldiers are dy¬ 
ing in both North and South 
Viet Nam for a cause which 
they believe to be worthy 
of total victory, while their 
Commander-in-Chlef and his 
political generals are busy 
making privileged sanctua¬ 
ries out of strategic enemy 
targets In North Viet Nam, 
including Hanoi and the 
port of Haiphong. And Sec¬ 
retary of Defense (Bdsel) 
McNamara is making un¬ 
realistic sounds like: "(Our 
objective) . . . does not in¬ 


clude the destruction of the 
Communist regime in the 
north.” 

Senator Strom ’Thurmond 
recently told us why we are 
not winning in Viet Nam. 
He said: “We have not been 
striking the really vital tar¬ 
gets . . . ’The steel mill . . . 
the sources of power .... 
sources of fuel supply . . . 
The port of Haiphong Is still 
open. Enemy supplies are 
coming through that port.” 

’Tom Anderson quickly 
solves this dilemma with 
“Certainly. When you have 
a no-wln policy, you need to 
hit the wrong targets.” 

Total victory in Viet Nam 
is dependent upon the same 
factors upon which total vic¬ 
tory in any war has always 
been dependent: namely, 
don’t trade with the enemy, 
don’t allow supplies to get 
to the enemy, and destroy 
and totally defeat the ene¬ 
my. 

Many of our leading mili¬ 
tary experts in (X)mbat stra¬ 
tegy tell Us that total vic¬ 
tory in Viet Nam could be 
accomplished quickly if it 
were so desired by the pre¬ 
sent administration. Any 
policy short of that victory 
turns our present military 
committment in Viet Nam 
into nothing more than a 
murder trap for young A- 
mericans of draft age! Let 
us win the war now and 
bring our boys home!
